ITALY Italy is mostly surrounded by wate^ a Trith two neighbors , France and Austria, 
Its normal build is one. I think that this country is the most deceptive on the board. 
It looks insignificant, without much power and poor prospect of attack due to its access 
to only two countries. You have nothing to brag about when you inherit Italy. 

^ But you should take a second look. First, Italy canonly be attacked by only two 
countries', true*? "False! It is possible on a purely tactical point, but strategical 
interest precludes any early attempt by either one. Austria cannot ignore Russia, and 
France cannot ignore England. An early attack on your country is highly improbale. 
It amounts to suicide for the one who undertakes it. Diplomatically speaking, Italy 
has much to bargain with. Some possibilitss: with France, neutrality; with England 
.rod GeTnany, alliance against France; to Austria-r. angary, neutrality; with Turkey 
a;vi Russia, alliance against Austria. Depending on where Italy shifts his forces, the 
V'h;>le situation can". be changed. Italy has the role of orchestra leader, he sets the 
tempo for everyone else to dance to, 

Italy 1 s major problem is one of expansion. Three courses of action are available. 
To operate against France requires building fleets. Fleets can be used for defense of 
water-surrounded Italy. In this course of action, your fleets must be moved away from 
your eastern possesions towards France. In order to succeed, you need at least an allif 
with England, and Germany if possible. But if you are delayed too long in this course < 
action, your eastern area will become* endangered. To move against Austria is another 
course of action, this one requiring armies. Armies are not as suitable for defense of 
Italy as fleets are, because Italy is more vulnerable to fleets than armies. Operation 
against Austria means that you divert your strength from the south coast, and you need 
Russian and Turkish alliance. As a rule, Russia should be a fairly reliable ally. In 
this operation, speed ia also necessary. You must defeat Austria in time to meet the 
threat of a growing France. A strong French power could be very dangerous as a menace 
to your southern areas. Your final course of action is a combination of the other two. 
You can put pressure on both France and Austria, reserving your final decision until 
other countries show their intentions. There is a slight danger here from a French-Ausl. 

^ alliance forming against you. It is only minor because both countries are not entire^ 
free to operate against you in the opening moves a 

A waiting policy should not be considerod by Italy. The power Italy has to determine 
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the pattern of the game evaporates rapidly. Surrounding countries vri.ll form against 
you if they see a passive stance. 

Two armies and three fleets should provide a satisfactory defense for Italy. 

Remember: Move swiftly, whatever your course of action; and do not allow other 
countries to cement alliances. An active policy by you should annihilate some, and 
force the rest to ally with you for their own good.

New 
steel armor will be used, and split ammunition hoists will be used. 

' 3) MARINE CORPS: Expansion to three full divisions, rea<%r for beach assaults. 
ROUGH RIDERS: A new Corps to be formed in several independant brigades. 
This Corps is to be trained for svery i^rm of assault or warfare, and only 
the most daring and capable will be allowed to join 
5) AERIAL OBSERVATION CORPS: A now ^roup comprising Balloons, Blimps and Glider 
with the accent on the latter. Plans for the development of heavier- than-air 
machines will be sought for this branch. 

President Rocsevelt went on to sti> e that the U. S. had established closer ties with 
Russia. Italy, z\~A Turkey due to the crafting by those nations of "certain lands to the 
United Stato;: which they had formerly held." He also denounced Japan as an aggressor, 
and declared that one more incident ; , the Pacific would lead to a full naval blockade 
of the Japanese Islands. 

Although the U.S. Fleet was once second to that of England, the European war and cor 
tinned American construction has made the U.S. Navy the largest in the world, with more 
than 20 first-class battleships, numerous ships of the second class, and 100 various 
cruisers. 

Tokyo, Japan Decmber 9, 1903 

Prince Ito, speaking for the Imperial Japanese government, today said that the Jap- 
anese government would in no way allow itself to be intimidated by the "imperialistic 
foreign devils, headed by the near-sighted tough writer Roosevelt", whose naval units 
were operating in traditionally Japanese waters at their own peril. Prince Ito announce 
that the Ii.yerial Navy would be expanded immediately to counter the threat of increased 
American shipbuilding, British naval engineers were reported working on important im- 
provements to be incorporated in t.ie new ships.
